Marathon Called Toughest 
Canoe Race in the World 


They will dash down the darkened streets 
of Grayling —~ canoes on their shoulders — 
careening, bumping. Some will fall before 
they reach their objective, the first of many 
obstacles before them for the next 15 hours. 
It is part of the. spine-tingling LeMans-style 
start to one of the toughest sporting events 
in the world — The Budweiser AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon. 

The race starts in Grayling Saturday 
evening, July 27, and concludes in Oscoda 
just after noon on Sunday, July 28. 

The racers’ immediate goal is to get their 
high-tech Kevlar racing canoes cleanly into 
the AuSable River at Ray’s Canoe Livery in 
Grayling, the starting point of this ‘‘grand- 
daddy”’ of canoe races. 


This is just the beginning of a grueling 
14% to 19 hour non-stop race of over 200 
miles. The teams challenge the AuSable 
River’s natural obstacles of log jams, 
rapids, hydroelectric dams and ‘‘sweepers”’ 
— cedar trees which hang out over the river 
at chest level and can do great damage to 
both man and canoe during the night-time 
portion of the race. 

What causes otherwise sane, responsible 
adults to paddle 8 hours through the dark- 
ness and over 14% hours and 200 miles total 
while maintaining a pace of 60-90 strokes 


~ per minute? 


This race has quite a reputation. The 
decision to enter and compete is not lightly 
made. Many out-of-state teams, not familiar 
with the river or the race, have stayed away 


because of the stories they hear about how 
tough an event the AuSable Marathon is. 

When asked why more out-of-state teams 
do not compete against them in the 
Marathon, some of the Michigan teams who 
compete in the race year after year offer 
another opinion — one which, kindly put, 
relates to their endurance capabilities. 

But out-of-state and Canadian paddlers 
who have come to the Marathon have fared 
well. Irvin ‘Buzz’? Peterson, of Coon 
Rapids, Minnesota, won the race on four dif- 
ferent occasions. The last victory was with 
his son Steve, in 1971. ‘“‘Buzz”’ is returning to 
the Marathon this year after a long absence, 
teaming up with fellow Minnesota native 
Dave Sipe. 

Steve Peterson is also returning, paddling 
with Tony Short, 21, of Bay City. Tony 
finished second last year with Brett Stock- 
ton of Grayling. Short has steadily improved 
his finish position in the last five years and 
Peterson-Short are expected to strongly 
challenge this year. 

Canadians Luc Robillard, Serge Corbin 
and Claude Corbin, all of Quebec and Ron 
Williams of British Columbia are also past 
Marathon Champs. The Corbin brothers 
won while paddling together in both 1977 and 
1979. 

Serge Corbin, considered by many to be 
the best paddler in North America, also suf- 
fered one of his rare ‘‘defeats’’ at the Mara- 
thon, at the hands of Grayling resident and 
four-time winner John Baker and St. Clair 
Shores teammate Ken Brown. 


County Emergency

What may be the state’s most comprehen- 
sive emergency services data system will 
be operating soon in Crawford County. 

Within five seconds, the new computer 
system will he able to spit out directions to 
any residence or business in the county 
along with other specific helpful infor- 
mation to firefighters, ambulance person- 
nel, and policemen. 

The push for this advanced system is 
being spearheaded by the Beaver Creek 
Fire Department —- a fire department that 
didn’t even exist three and and a half years 
ago. 

Beaver Creek Fire Chief Ed Holtcamp 
said his department originally planned to 
start an emergency services data system 
just for Beaver Creek Township. But the 
type of computer system they needed was 
large enough to handle the entire county, so 
they extended an invitation to all emergen- 
cy services departments in the county to 
join together. 

Now fire departments and ambulance 
personnel throughout the county are work- 
ing together to gather information on 8500 
county residences and businesses for the 
system, 

One of the most important functions of the 
computer system will be to give accurate 
directions quickly. 

“The biggest headache for emergency 
services in this part of the state is just get- 


. ting there,” Holtcamp said. ‘There was a 
_ grass fire in Indian Glens subdivision and 


we kept driving around in that maze of 


roads in there trying to get close to it.” 

Holtcamp said there are streets in the 
county with as many as threa different 
names. Some names such as Pine and 
AuSable are used for roads throughout the 
county. 

“We can’t go four directions to find the 
right address. Without accurate directions, 
if someone has a heart attack, a fire, or 
needs a policeman, they could pay the price 
with poor service or with their life.”’ 

With the new system, the dispatcher at the 
sheriff dept. needs only ihe name of the 
resident or business, or the address, or even 
the telephone number. 

““Let’s say there’s a babysitter who needs 
an ambulance,” said Holtcamp. ‘‘She 
doesn’t know the address and doesn’t even 
know how to spell the last name of the 
people she’s working for. All she has to do is 
read the telephone number on the phone 
she’s using and we have all the information 
we need to get there fast.” 

The data supplied by the system for each 
residence or business includes name, ad- 
dress, telephone number, and which fire 
department or ambulance corps serves the 
area. Concise directions are given on the 
computer screen or print-out for the 
quickest and safest route for both fire 
department and ambulance service. (For 
instance, the Beaver Creek Fire Depart- 
ment, located along old M-76 in Beaver 
Creek Township, may need different direc- 
tions to a residence than an arnbulance dis- 
patched.from Grayling. ) 

The precise directions even show which 
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Stocktons Together 
Again, Favored Team 


Butch Stockton and Brett Stockton, 1982 
and 1983 winners of the AuSable River 
Marathon, will be teamed together again 
this year making them the favorites in the 
38th annual race. 

Last year Butch and his nephew Brett had 
different partners and the Stocktons finish- 
ed first and second. Butch, of Higgins Lake, 
won his third title in a row while racing with 
Solomon Carriere, of Cumberland House, 
Saskatchewan. They smashed the race 
record by more than eight minutes with a 14 
hour, twenty minute, and 40 second mark. 
Brett, of Grayling, raced with Tony Short, of 
Bay City, and took second in a time of 
14:36:51, the third fastest race ever. 

Among the other teams expected to com- 
pete strongly are Bob Zaveral, 32, of Mt. Up- 
ton, N.Y. and Jeff Shultis, 30, of Oneonta, 
N.Y. Lynn Witte, 31, of Mt. Clemens, the 
strongest woman entrant in recent years is 
teaming up with Tom Cannon, 25, of E. Lan- 
sing. They will be attempting to break the 
mixed-team record of 15:25:34 set in the ‘84 
Marathon when Witte competed with Steve 
Landick of Lansing. Landick is noted for 
having completed the 18,000 mile North 
American ‘Ultimate Canoe Challenge”’ 
with Verlen Krueger. 

Paddlers Cari Joy, 51, of Arbondale, 
Florida, and Dale Newton, 52, of Vassar, are 
the oldest combined team ever entered in 
the Amateur Division. 

Local racers who were signed up as of 
Monday, July 22, were Bob Lawe, of Gray- 
ling, teamed with Claude Suhi, of High 
Falls, New York; Dave Sheperd, of Gray- 
ling, and Rick Joy, of North Branch; Phil 
Trudgeon and Tim Krey, both of Grayling, 
Bill Torongo and Dave Torongo, both of 
Roscommon. Jeff Kolka, of Grayling, in- 
jured his back and will not be racing, and 
four-time winner John Baker, of Grayling, 
wasn’t entered as of Monday. 


The pro teams will be paddling for a total 
purse of $12,000 — $2000 for first place down 
to $200 for the 20th place team. 

The amateur division teams paddle for 
trophies awarded at the conclusion of the 
race, but primarily for the self-satisfaction 
that comes from having completed one of 
the toughest sporting events in the world. 

Thousands of spectators will line the 
banks of the AuSable River at the race’s 
start in Grayling. Many follow the race and 
are joined by others who root for the racers 
from public landings, bridges, and dams 
along the course. They converge on Oscoda 
where the winners will cross the finish line 
at The AuSable Inn at about 12:30 in the af- 
ternoon on Sunday.

Higgins Lake 
Bottom Holds 
Timber Bonanza 


One of the biggest timber sales in our area 
might take place at the bottom of Higgins 
Lake. 

Ear] Townsend, an attorney who resides 
at Higgins Lake, is offering the title to some | 
of the finest pines and hardwoods ever 
grown here for $200,000. The logs are located 
at the bottom of Higgins Lake, which is 
more than 160 feet deep in places. 

“The logs are everywhere on the bottom,” 
said Townsend. ‘‘They’re criss-crossed and 
lying on top of each other.” 

The logs are all sizes cut during the hey- 
day of lumbering in northern Michigan from 
1882 to 1910, Wendell Hoover, park inter- 
preter at the Hartwick Pines State Park, 
said the logs at the bottom of Higgins Lake 
probably became waterlogged and sank 
when lumberjacks were rafting logs across 
Higgins Lake to the Cut River. The logs 
were taken down the Cut to Houghton Lake 
and then down the Muskegon River to mills. 
Hoover said there are probably millions of 
logs on the bottom of the Muskegon. 

Townsend, who has had three offers for 
the timber rights after placing an ad in the 
Houghton Lake Resorter newspaper last 
week, bought the timber rights from the late 
Forest R. Wyckoff. Townsend said Wyckoff 
hired an Indiana company in the 60’s to 
recover logs from a small portion of the lake 
boftom near the east shore. Wyckoff 
recovered enough logs to cover two acres 
with cut lumber. 

Most of the logs on the bottom are in as 
good as condition as when they sank, Town- 
send said. Higgings Lake, which borders 
Crawford County on the south, covers 10,317 
acres.

“Whereas, the Senate of 
the United States, devoutly

day for national prayer and 
humiliation: 

‘And whereas, it is the 
duty of nations as well as of 
men to own their dependence 
upon the overruling power of 
God; to confess their sins 
and transgressions in hum- 
ble sorrow, yet with assured 
hope that genuine repen- 
tance wil] lead to mercy and 
pardon; and to recognize the 
subline truth, announced in 
the Holy Scriptures and 
proven by all history, that 
those nations only are 
blessed whose God is the 
Lord: 

‘And insomuch as we know 
that by his divine law 
nations, like individuals, are 
subjected to punishments 
and chastisements in this 
world, may we not justly 
fear that the awful calamity 
of civil war which now 
desolates the land may be 
but a punishment inflicted 
upon us for our presump- 
tuous sins, to the needful end 


of our national reformation 


as a whole people? We have 
been the recipients of the 
choicest bounties of Heaven. 
We have been preserved, 
these many years, in peace 
and prosperity. We have 

grown in numbers, wealth, 
and power as no other nation 
has ever grown; but we have 
forgotten God. We have for- 
gotten the gracious hand 
which preserved us in peace, 
and multiplied and enriched 
and strengthened us; and we 
have vainly imagined, in the 
deceitfulness of our hearts, 
that all these blessings were 
produced by some superior 
wisdom and virtue of our 
own. Intoxicated with un- 
broken success, we have 
become too self-sufficient to

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

Our recent Old Time Days 
was a success and if you 
missed those two days, you 
also missed the debut of our 
steam powered sawmill. I 
was chided a bit for not men- 
tioning the sawmill in this 
column, but after we con- 
sidered all that had to be 
done and the logistics of get- 
ting those things done before 
operation we were reluctant 
to advertise. For example, 
we needed a twelve foot long 
two and  seven-sixteenths 
diameter jack shaft to ex- 
tend the saw mandrel. It 
took awhile to locate such a 
shaft and if we would have 
waited for delivery it still 
would not be here for 
another two weeks. With the 
shaft in hand a key-way had 
to be milled on one side in 
order to properly position 
the drive pulley and a 
coupling. The key-way was 
cut by the Experiment 
Station at Roscommon only 
five days before the big 
weekend. 

In order to support the 
shaft we needed two pillow 
blocks, but only one was 
available in the area. We 
were mounting the second 
pillow block on Friday night 
along with a pulley to keep 
the drive belt from rubbing 
on the front wheel of the 
steam tractor. The proper 
position of the steam tractor 
could only be accomplished 
by getting up steam pressure 
and moving the tractor from 
headquarters to the mill. 
That was done by midafter- 
noon on Friday. We made a 
temporary smoke stack Fri- 
day night and the crew put it 
up Saturday morning. 
Before we operate again, 
there are still things to be 
done to both the engine and 
the mill; but we hope before 
summers end to hear the 
sound of steam power in the 
Tall Timber.

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LOTS OF FOLKS keep wary eyes on 
population figures and trends — builders, 
merchants, marketers, those involved in 
commerce in many ways. 

There are significant political overtones 
to population trends, too. 

Take a look at a couple of recent pro- 
jections of Michigan’s population develop- 

~ ment, and some very interesting politica! 
considerations emerge. 

.  Arecent study released by the American 
Federation of State, County and Municipal 
Employees indicates that Michigan is ex- 

' pected to lose 441,000 in population be- 
tween the 1980 and 1990 census counts. 

During the same time period, Texas and 

California will be the two fastest-growing 

states. Texas is expected to gain 29 percent 

in population — growing from 14.2 million 

*. to 18.4 million people. And California, 

‘ which had 23.7 million population in 1980, is 

". expected to surge 19 percent to 28.3 million 

by 1990. 


_ IF THE A.F.S.C.M.E. projections come 

to pass, one of the significant results will 
be that Michigan will lose three seats in 
the United States House of Representa- 
tives, dropping from the present 18 mem- 
bers down to 15 members. 

The big gainers in congressional reap- 
portionment will be the fastest-growing 
states, of course. Texas and California, for 
example, each would gain five seats in the 
House. Of the 435 members of the House, 50 
would come from California and 32 from 
Texas, making them the two largest state 
delegations. 

New York would slip to third place, 
losing three members down to 31, despite 
an expected increase in population by 
426,000. 

The AFSCME study indicates the North- 
east and Midwest would lose 16 seats in 
Congress, which would go primarily to the 
South and West. That’s the way the popu- 
lation changes. 

OF SPECIAL IMPORTANCE in this 
whole scheme of things will be the makeup 
of the Michigan Legislature, because the 
state lawmakers in Lansing will draw the 
tough assignment of reapportioning the 
congressional seats to reflect the loss. 

Michigan lost one seat in Congress after 
the 1980 census, but the state legislators 


Michigan's ability to produce government 
revenue is about 7.2 percent below the 
national average, but its actual tax levels 
are about 20.3 percent higher, a report from 
the Advisory Commission on Intergovern- 
mental Relations says. 

The report by the Washington-based 
group, covering data for the 1982 tax year, 
uses a ‘representative tax system’’ of 26 tax 
bases used in all the states to compare tax 
capacity and effort, instead of a per capita 
income standard which is commonly used to 
compare states’ abilities to provide ser- 
vices. 

Among the taxes in the base are sales, in- 
come, severence, property, and liquor 
taxes. 

Michigan’s tax capacity had been above 
the national average until 1980 when the ef- 
feci of the recession put it 3 percent below 
the average. It dropped each year through 
1982's level of 7.2 percent below, while its ac- 
tual tax collections were above the national 
average and climbed steadily upward 
during that period. 

, In 1980, tax collections were 19.6 percent 
above the average and it rose to the 20.3 per- 
cent mark in 1982, the report said. 

The recession hit all Great Lakes states 
hard, dropping their tax capacities about 10 
percentage pdints from 1979 to 1982. 

The report said the index shows ‘‘a region 
in severe fiscal decline. These decreases 
reflect both. the weakness of the farm 
economy and the poor performance of the 
automobile and related industries.”

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Michigan Political 
Makeup Changing

had a relatively easy time dividing the 
state from 19 into 18 districts by con- 
solidation primarily in the Detroit metro- 
politan area. Gov. James Blanchard was 
then a congressman, and when he decided 
not to run for that job again, the state law- 
makers simply eliminated his seat. 

Tt will not be so easy in 1982, however, if 
three seats are lost. Several sitting con- 
gressmen likely will be thrown into com- 
mon districts. And the political makeup of 
the congressional delegation — now 12 
Democrats and six Republicans — will be 
influenced greatly by the political makeup 
of the state legislature which divides the 
districts. 

There will be a Republican way of 
drawing up districts, and there will be a 
Democratic way of doing the same thing. 
Whoever rules in Lansing at the time will 
call all the shots. That’s one reason control 
of the legislature will be hotly contested 
during the next few elections. 

MEANWHILE, DOWN in the Detroit 
area, other population changes are taking 
place. Detroit is expected to drop below 
one million in population by 1990, for the 
first time since the 1920s. The city’s plan- 
ning department is projecting a decrease 
from 1980 population of 1,203,368 to a 1990 
level of 988,000. 

That means that Detroit will have less 
political clout both in the congressional 
delegation and in the Michigan Legislature 
as the city’s representation will have to 
decrease to reflect fewer and fewer 
residents. 

If both of these projections are correct, 
more than half of Michigan’s projected 
statewide population loss will be in the. City 
of Detroit. And that will cause legislative 
reshuffling to reflect the changing balance 
of population power. 

FOR YEARS, Michigan was one of the 
growth states, and the congressional dele- 
gation grew apace. 

During the same span, Detroit kept 
growing, too, leading the way for aii ¢x- 
panding population in Michigan. 

These trends changed in the 1960s, and 
the shoe is on the other foot now. When it 
comes to cutting up the congressional and 
legislative districts in a few years, that 
tightening population shoe is really going 
to pinch.

Among its significant revenue sources, 
Michigan was under the national average 
for general sales taxes, collecting 22.9 per- 
cent less than other states on the average. 

Its sales tax capacity was .7 percent 
above the national average. 

Among the selected sales taxes, Michigan 
was lowest compared to other states on in- 
surance (40.9 percent below while its 
capacity to raise revenue is 19.7 percent 
higher), utility (84.7 percent below while its 
capacity is .3 percent higher), amusements 
($9.1 percent below while its capacity is 34.6 
percent below), and alcoholic beverages 
(23.8 percent below while its capacity is 3.6 
percent below). 

Michigan relies more heavily on the per- 
sonal income, corporate and property taxes, 
each well above the national average. The 
income tax capacity to raise revenue is 2.1 
percent below the national average, but ac- 
tual collections are 24.1 percent higher; 
corporate tax capacity is 8.5 percent below, 
collections are 83.4 percent higher; and 
property tax capacity is 11.1 percent below 
average, collections are 69.4 percent above 
average. 

GOVERNOR VETOES STATE FAIR 
LIQUOR BILL 

Governor James Blanchard has vetoed 
legislation that would have permitted the 
sale and consumption of beer and wine at 
the Michigan State Fair in Detroit and the 
Upper Peninsula State Fair in Escanaba. 

He cited, in his veto message, the long 
standing tradition surrounding the fair and 
a concern for discourating drinking and 
driving. 

“We must keep the fair a place for 
families. Whatever the modest revenues 
which could result from the changes out- 
lined in this bill, they do not outweigh my 
concern for the overall and long term suc- 
cess of the fairs,’ the Governor said.

Herbal 
Corner 


Last week we discussed 
preserving with lemon juice, 
citric acid, and ascorbic 
acid, with the latter being 
the best. And you thought 
this column was strictly for 
the weeds. 

I used the Vitamin C cry- 
stals two years ago and 
found it the most efficient 
and the least expensive way 
of canning. I used it in my 
peaches with the breakdown 
of 1/4 tsp of ascorbic acid for 
each pint and 1/2 tsp for each 
quart. They look beautiful. 
The following are ways of 
using ascorbic acid for 
freezing: 

Wet pack with syrup - add 
dissolved ascorbic acid to 
cold syrup and stir. 

Wet pack with sugar - just 
before packing, sprinkle the 
needed amount of ascorbic 
acid - dissolved in 2 or 3 
tbsps of cold water - over the 
fruit before you add the 
sugar. 

Wet pack in crushed fruits 
and purees - add dissolved 
ascorbic acid to the pre- 
pared fruit; stir well. 

Fruit jucies - add dry 
ascorbic acid to the juice and 
stir to dissolve. 

Dry pack (no sugar) - just 
before packing, sprinkle 
dissolved ascorbic acid over, 
the fruit; mix gently but 
thoroughly to coat each 
piece. 

For freezing fatty fish, a 
20-second dip in a_ cold 
solution of 2 tsps crystalline 
ascorbic acid dissolved in 1 
quart of water will lessen the 
change of rancidity during 
freezer storage. The fish to 
treat are mackerel, pink and 
chum salmon, lake trout, 
tuna and eel, plus all fish 
roe.

While starring at theatres 
across the country, Pat has 
continued to find time for 
frequent television ap- 
pearances and performs in 
nightclubs and on college 
campuses throughout the 
country. 

In 1979 Pat was named 
Man of the Year by the 
National Kidney Foundation 
and was awarded = an 
honorary Doctor of Humane 
Letters by Eastern Michigan 
University. In 1980 both 
awards were repossessed.

Regulations for the 1985 
elk hunt were recently 
established by the Natural 
Resource Commission. 

The season will run from 
December 10th to loth with 
shooting hours at 7:30 a.m. 
to 5:30 p.m. The season may 
be extended as necessary to 
insure harvest of the resour- 
ce. A total of 120 licenses will 
be issued. A drawing will be 
held December 9th at a 
mandatory training session 
to determine 30 licensees 
who will have a hunter’s 
choice permit. The others 
will be required to kill an an- 
terlerless elk. Hunting zones 
will be assigned randomly 
for the first 3 days of the 
hunt. 

Only Michigan residents 14 
years old or older by 
December 10 will be eligible 
to apply for a license. 1984 
licensees are not eligible to 
apply. A non-refundable ap- 
plication fee of $4.00 will be 
charged. The application 
must be postmarked no later 
than September 1, 1985 and 
received in Lansing by 5:00 
p.m. September 3. Only one 
application per person is 
allowed. A drawing will be 
held on or about October 1, 
1989 to determine successful 
applicants. Any weapon 
legal for deer hunting will be 
legal for the elk hunt, except 
buckshot will not be permit- 
ted.

necessary to maintain a one 
mill and two mill Township 
tax rate. A tax increase, yes 
— in light of the 25 percent 
growth in Township State 
Equalized Value (S.E.V.) 
from $20 million to $25 
million. 

All of the explanations 
were grossly ambiguous. 
First, the question of slanted 
and biased assessments was 
fielded with an explanation 
that no assessments were 
raised on undeveloped land 
because no sales of such land 
were included in the county 
equalization record of 55 unit 
sales. That attempt to ex- 
plain a fallacy fell ‘through 
the crack” when a review of 
appraisal records showed 
eight of the 55 sales were for 
land. 

Then the secrets of selec- 
tive, unequal and biased 
changes. in __ residential 
assessments were revealed. 
We were told that all 
residential construction was 
classified “A” - “B” - “C’’ - 
and ‘“D”. This appraisal 
course ‘“‘lecture” continued. 
‘‘A’’ type construction was 
really something else, like 
huge, heavy super strong 
floor joists, etc. Then ‘“D’” 
was on the low end of the 
scheme, like 2” x 4’’ joists. 
The implication was that 
type ‘A’ construction 
homes could therefore afford 
higher taxes. We were told 
that most of the dollar sales 
in the S.E.V. record (55) 
were of ‘‘A’’ quality. Well 
most of us, (not all), owning 
“A” type homes found our 
assessments increased by 
over 11 percent. The S.E.V. 
factor was only 6.35 percent. 

Obviously, appraisals of 
lower value homes were not 
increased. That’s funny, but 
not “funny ha-ha”, Only 
seven percent of the homes 
(land and buildings) sold in 
the record period, had sales 
values greater than $40,000. 
Only 20% of the home sales

recorded were over $30,000. 
But most (not all) homes 
over $30,600. in sales value 
were clobbered by increased 
appraisals. The dictionary 
defines equalization — ‘'to 
make equal or uniform’’. 

Our peripatetic Township 
supervisor attempted to 
answer the second point by 
showing us the new 1980 - 
1986 Township budget. The 
first round of ‘‘double-talk”’ 
focused on not being able to 
trust the State to really pay 
the Township its fair share of 
taxes. No one really knew 
how many dollars Lansing 
was going to send our poor 
“starving” Township. Then 
there were words alluding to 
“management tools’? and 
“‘conservative-saving prac- 
tices”’. 

Then the most appailing 
(or best act) of the afternoon 
vaudeville, was the total ab- 
sence of any year-to-date 
expenditures, by budget 
category, to compare with 
the new budget or ‘‘wish” 
list. But, the suggestion from 
the ‘‘baleony’”’ that budgets 
usually reflected ‘‘year-to- 
date’ was accepted as 
probably being business like. 

But in fact remained, 
whatever our Township 
leaders spent or need to 
spend, our Township needed 
to retain the maximum mill 
tax allowed, Never mind the 
‘truth in taxation’’ concept. 

Then, on July 9th, the 
Township board meeting at- 
tendance was ten times 
normal. All present, except 
the ‘‘silent’’ board, sat in 
anguish as the wonderful, 
gentle volunteer head of the 


‘Ambulance Corps tried to 


convince the  ‘‘attorney 
general”’ of Frederic Town- 
ship that State laws govern- 
ing the licensing of Am- 
bulance Corps specialists 
had precedence over the 
decrees of our Township 
supervisor. It seems this was 
the sixth attempt by the Am- 
bulance Corps volunteers to 
obtain changes in ‘‘work 
rules” dictated by the 
sovereignty of our super- 
visor. Finally after an hour 
or so of haranguing some 
modification of the “dic- 
tatorial” work rules were 
agreed upon. 

Then the fireworks. The 
taxpayer couldn’t utter a 
question or challenge with- 
out interruption. Facts were 
obscured by interruptions by 
the supervisor. Admittance 
to any error or two in the 
“new” budget came 
grudgingly. Oh yes, the 
“new”’ budget reflected past 
year expenditures. Not a 
word was heard from the 
pliant board representing us. 
At one point, the Township 
supervisor asked why I pick- 
ed on the Township for I had 
not been seen at County or 
School board meetings. Then 
he told the enraptured 
audience “Ben Butts is a 
nice guy - he smiles at you 
while he puts a knife in your 
back’. Wow!! 

The real blow was when 
“our leader’ accused a 
group of us unhappy tax- 
payers of wanting to use 
“free” Youth Corps person- 
ne] to rehabilitate a stretch 
of the Manistee river. He 
said, even if we taxpayers 
paid three times the value of 
the labor for materials, it 
wasn’t right to complain 
about taxes and take ‘“‘free”’ 


State (7?) labor. Our 
‘Jeader”’ did later phone the 
resentful taxpayer, to 


apologize. But the rash 
words of our supervisor will 
be remembered. 

Well, all things corne to an 
en: Once spain Mie voice o 
a oligarchic clique, our 
Township board and super- 
visor voted to increase taxes 
and live with a big wonder- 
ful budget.

ditional structures, utilities, and even in- 
formation such as a woodburner in the home 
is listed. 

The number of occupants is also included 
and important medical information such as 
a person in a wheelchair or a blind person 
living in the home is included. The system 
also lists whether a Vial of Life (a bottle 
containing relevant medical information 


concerning individual medications, 
allergies, and so forth) is found in the 
refrigerator. 


“As a firefighter, I really like to know if 
someone in a wheelchair is in the house,” 
Holtcamp said. 

The system can have a hundred other 
uses, he added. For example, if there was a 
power outage it could easily show 
people inthe area that were using life sup- 
port system requiring electricity. Holtcamp 
said many persons would be surprised to 
know there are 25 to 50 persons in Crawford 
County using life support systems. 

. Holtcamp said the system already con- 
tains information on the handling of — 
hazardous waste both in a highway spill 
situation or in a structure fire. 

The new system currently has about 4000 
resident and business addresses in it and 
Holtcamp said the system will be plugged 
into duty when more than 50 percent of the 
approximately 8500 residences and 
businesses in the county are entered. 
“There has been a lot of hard work by fire 
departments and ambulance personnel in 
this county gathering information,” said 
Holtcamp. “We're trying to make a per- 
sonal telephone call and follow-up visit for 
every structure in the county. That’s a lot of 
leg work but then at least we'll know the 
original files are accurate.” 

Holtcamp said the plan is to have building 
and zoning inspectors help record any new 
structures. The emergency services group 
also would like to encourage realtors to 
yemind people who move to update their in- 
formation file. Holtcamp stressed all the in- 


data system iis voluntary, and the informa- 
tion is only used by emergency services. 

This new sophisticated computer system 
was acquired through an $11,182 grant from 
the Weyerhaeuser Foundation. The annual 
cost to operate the system will be recovered 
through users of the system. Each township 
or the city will be charged ten cents for each 
alarm the system is used on and fifty cents 
will be charged for each main structure ad- 
ded to the system’s list. 

Holtcamp said the system may be the only 
one in the eastern United States for a 


county. Elmwood Township near Traverse 


City has a similar system but the township 
doesn’t cover as much area as Crawford 
County nor does its system have the 
capabilities the Crawford system has. 

“It was like trying to invent the wheel 
when we looked for information about pro- 
grams like this. It just isn’t common any- 
where.”’ 

Holtcamp said the emergency services 
departments would like to complete a four- 
step program for the system by April, 1986. 

The first step is completing the Con- 
sumers Power street grid numbering 
system for the entire county. 

The second step is installing street signs 
at every corner. 

The third step is working on problems to 
bring the county communication system up 
to full capacity. 

The fourth step is coordinating efforts and 
procedures among all the emergency ser- 
vices in the county. 

Holtcamp, an advisor and instructor for 
the Firefighters Training Council of the 
Michigan State Police Dept., said the fire 
chiefs and ambulance heads in the county 
have been meeting and working together 
well. 

Holtcamp, a 1956 graduate of GHS, said 
the new system was the state of the art when 
it was purchased, but the next evolution for 
emergency Services data systems could be 
computer keyboards and monitors inside
